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INSTALLATION OF THE TEXAS CHAPTER 

The Texas Chapter of the Society of Sigma Xi, consisting of 
twenty-one charter members, was installed at the University of 
Texas, Austin, May 17, 1915, by Professor S. W. Williston of the 
University of Chicago, past president of the Society for several 
years. Preceding the installation, Dr. Williston gave an interesting 
public lecture on The Contributions of Texas to Our Knowledge 
of Early Land Life. The installation exercises were held in con- 
nection with a banquet at the University Club. The principal 
address was delivered by Dr. Williston, who spoke on the history 
and ideals of the Society. At the close of his address he presented 
the charter to the new chapter. 

President W. J. Battle was present and responded on behalf 
of the University. He emphasized the importance of research work 
and welcomed the new chapter to the University. Dr. Frederic W. 
Simonds, Professor of Geology, who was one of the group of five 
graduate students elected to membership at the first election held 
by the Alpha Chapter, spoke on the early history of the Society 
at Cornell. 

Immediately following the installation of the chapter, eleven 
new members previously chosen at an informal meeting, were 
initiated by the president. 

The Chapter consists of twenty-one charter members. Twenty 
of these had been previously elected by other chapters, and one, 
because of his work in Chemistry, had been invited to join in the 
petition.
